REPORT. 


REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the 

Royal University of Ireland, for the Year ended 3 1st March 1890; prepared and 

submitted for the Information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the Royal 

University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Yict. c. 52, s. 2). 

1. The cost of Administration during any one year is fixed, by Chapter VIII. of the 
Statutes of the University, not to exceed 5,500 /. The total Expenditure for that 
Service during the year now completed has been 4,744/. 3 s. 9 d., as against 
5,075 /. 13s. 2d. last year. 

2. The general Expenditure for Examinations has amounted to 11,828 /. 18 s. 3 d., as 
against 11,854/. 10 s. 6 d. last year. 

3. The sum of 8,000 1. Bank of Ireland Stock is held by the Royal University, and a 
certificate to that effect from the Bauk authorities has been furnished to me. 

4. The University has purchased this year 4,000/. New 2£ per Cent. Consolidated 
Stock, to add to the Special Fund for the provision of Retiring Allowances. A Bank 
certificate has been furnished to me for this amount, together with the sum of 8,000 /. 
previously purchased. The Pension Fund now amounts to 12,000 /. and is therefore 
complete. 

5. £. 1,354. 0 s. Id. of the Special Fund for the Equipment of the Laboratories, &c., 
has been expended during the year 1889-90. Bank certificates for the balance, 
6,004/. 16s. 5d. (which includes 192/. 17s., 3d. interest on deposit), have been 
furnished. 

Vouchers and particulars of this expenditure have been furnished to me by the 
Accounting Officer, as in the previous year.
